Letter From Miss Starling to 

Her Mother From Siam 



Nan. N. Siam, June 27, 1913. 

The three men left Wednesday 
morning for Annual Meeting, leav- 
ing a lone woman in each house and 
I guess I am the only woman who is 
not concerned. Mrs. Taylor and I 
drove down this afternoon to the 
south compound, to see the widows 
there; they are sleeping together, 
but each eats at her own house. 
While Mrs. T— and I 'stand by the 
stuff" at night, and eat together. I 
don't mind sleeping alone, but I 
don't like eating by myself. We 
have both decided that we prefer 
this way of doing. Mrs. T— could 
come over here at night to sleep, if 
she liked; but she would lose a lot j 
<>f time going back and forth, and 
she isn't strong, and it would be 
hard on her, especially as the rains 
have begun. 

We have fifty pupils enrolled this 
week and not all in yet; I hate to 
think of the rains interfering with 
our attendance, as it will do. We 
have more pay pupils than we have 
ever had. A Siamese who put his 
daughter in, became our friend and 
has been instrumental in bringing in 
half" a dozen others, whom we would 
have never reached. One of t'.e 
teachers in a government school has 
also brought us in three girls. 

There is a disease here that is kill- 
ing off the cattle like flies. Yester- 
day two buffaloes died near here, 
and people a ere flocking around all 
day carrying the meat oflf. Buffa- 
1 jes are too prcci >us to kill for eating 
so whenever any of the meat is for 
sale you know it is diseased. We 
have a new matron, and last week 



made them a big boquet. We got a 
lot of five satang pieces, tied them 
with baby ribb-.n and tied them all 
through the boquet, then the girls 
marched over in procession and pre- 
sented it to the Taylors, and one of 
the tMchers made a neat little talk, 
saying that il they would stay here 
twenty-five years longer we would 
give them a gold present. Last 
night the teachers invited them 
down to tea ( Friday is our regular 
day for tea.) and when we got down 
had a lovely supper for us: tomato 
soun, baked chicken, asparagus, 
peas, scalloped potatoes, pocketbook 
rolls, coffee, jelly, cranberries, olives, 
cucumber and egg salad, punch, pud- 
ding and cake. And everything was 
beautifully prepared. At the end of 
the supper, the boy brought in the 
silver bowl we had bought fcr them, 
with a smaller one, from Mrs. Mc- 
Gilvary and her two daughters. The 
Taylors were just knocked over; 
they didn't know what to say. Dr. 
Beach made a neat little speech, say- 
ing that he thought when people liv- 
ed together 25 years they deserved 
some sort of a reward. I made the 
place cards— bells out of silver pa- 
per. Will send you one next week. 
After supper we had music and spent 
a very pleasant evening together. 

Today we are having our monthly 
tests - the last we will have this 
term, I think. School closes in an- 
other month, and if we have an en- 
tertainment, I think I won't add to 
the work by having papers to cor- 
rect. I am glad we don't have school 
much longer, for it is getting hot,

Ilsh the greatest number of printed 
documents for which there la a popu- 
lar demand The government la spend- 
in.: millions of dollars on printed bul- 
letins for popular distribution each 
year, the fund for the dissemination of 
Information through the medium of 
printer's Ink in the department of ag- 
riculture alone amounting to more 
than $1,000,000. 

At the present time all bulletins, are 
cent out by the superintendent of 
documents of the government printing 
office. This official's task would bo 
easy and his service most satisfac- 
tory If hla work were restricted to 
the sending out of bulletins to large 
mailing Hats, but, according to the 
law passed by the last congress, he 
has to take care of all mlscellsneous 
distribution, and all mall requests for 
bulletins of any kind must be filled 
by the government printing office. 

The object of this law was efficiency 
and economy, but chiefs of various 
bureaus believe that It entails more 
expense In the end than the original 
system of direct distribution. When 
congress made the law, which has 
been In operation about one year. It 
did so on the Information that at the 
time bulletins were carted from the 
government printing office to the In- 
dividual bureaus and thence mailed 
out over the country Because of the 
fact that the government printing of- 
fice is near the I'nlon station It was 
figured that a saving in transportation 
could be effected if the bureaus would 
refer their requests for bulletins to 
the superintendent of documents and

IRICAN WOOD* OO TO ORIENT 



Rpcnnt statistics Indicate a marked 
Increase in exports of lumber from the 
1 nliod States to the Orient. More 
than s quarter of a million feet of 
American woods are reported as being 
used In Ramos. Hawaii, and the Philip- 
pine Islands. 

Heretofore. It Is said, raw materials 
have b*>»>n made up Into finished arti- 
cles In (he United States, almost with 
out exception, and exported as such. 
With the discovery by American man- 
ufacturere In the Philippines that they 
could import United 8tatee woods snd 
make them up with profit there, wood- 
using factories were built. Psclflc 
coast woods. In consequence, are in 
many esses taking the place of the na 
tlve woods with such picturesque 
names as apltong. teak, narra, and 
yacal. 

Douglas nr, according to the Infor- 
mation collected by the forest service, 
is the principal wood exported from 
this country. It la said to be the favor- 
Ite wood among Insular manufacturers 
for flooring, celling, siding, cornice, 
shelving, finish, and boat work. 
Makers of furniture demand" California 
redwood and sugar pine, southern 
quarter-sawed oak. eastern ash. sugar 
maple, and western white pine. 

Four woods, principally conifers snd 
oaks, go Into the construction of 
boata; for framing parts, masts, spars, 
Interior trim, planting, boat crooks 
and tiller handles. Meat blocks are 
made from sugar maple, which with 
sycamore supplies the entire demand 
In the United 8tates. Wagon felloes 
are made of white oak, and other parts 
of vehicles are manufactured from 
high gradea of white ash and white 
oak.

Director William J. Harria of the bu- 
reau of the census had hla attention 
called to defects In the present meth- 
od a few weeks after coming Into of- 
fice. A correspondent wrote to Direo 
tor Harris requesting that a summary 
of the latest agricultural statistics be 
mailed him. A form letter was writ 
ten In the census office to the appli- 
cant for Information, saying that the 
request had been referred to the su- 
perintendent of documents, and that 
the bulletin containing the statistics 
would be mailed from the government 
printing office. The Information was 
wanted in a hurry ; the correspondent 
waited five days, then wrote to the su- 
perintendent of documents stating 
that Director Harris had written say- 
ing that the bulletin would be mailed 
from the printing office. A polite re- 
quest was made of the superintendent 
of documents to hurry the informa- 
tion, as the time for completing the 
article In which the statistics were 
to be included was growing very short. 
The superintendent of documents then 
sent a form post card to the corre- 
spondent, saying that his letter had 
been referred to the director of the 
census. The correspondent, whose 
patience was almost worn out by this 
time, having expected the Information 
la one or two days at the most after 
his original request waa made, brought 
the matter to the attention of Director 
Harris, who was surprised that the 
red tape created by the present law 
makes prompt distribution of public 
documents almost Impossible, provid- 
ing the request for them comes by 
Oa personal application a docv- 
will be furnished Immediately, 
but only those people living In Wash- 
ington can have the benefit of this 
prompt service.

Roth lice 
and chilling are the direct cauae of 
bowel troubles, becauae both aap the 
vitality and the Ufa of tha chick, mak- 
ing It Impossible for the little fallow 
to realat tha organisms of dlaeaa* 
that are always ready to attack 1L 

Dusting tha aatttng hen helpa, but 
some lice are quite aura to escape and 
can later be found on the head of 
tha ehlek. Rub a lUtle lard on top 
of the chlck'a head, getting It Into 
the down thoroughly, and you will 
get theae; repeat the doae In a week, 
and If the hen la furnished a good 
dusting place, tha Hoe are not likely 
to give any mora trouble; but when- 
ever you aee a chick that seems un- 
happy, eyes closed, droopy, look for 
lice. 

The brood coops should be thor- 
oughly aprayed before ualng with 
some coal tar preparation, aheep dip, 
whitewash, or a mixture of four parts 
coal oil and one part crude carbolic 
acid. It paya to be ahead, and that 
explaina why ao few of use are mak- 
ing anything on our poultry; we neg- 
lect theae little things; becauae of 
thia neglect disease geta the start of 
us; we become discouraged because 
of the losses and give up and blame 
our luck, when all the bad luck might 
have been prevented by a little care- 
ful preparation. 

Give the chlcka a clean place and 
keep them free from vermin, and you 
can safely count them before they 
are raised. 



CAREFUL PACKING OF PEARS 

Care Should Be Exercised Not to 
Have Fruit Hang Too Long, aa 
It Deteriorates Quality. 

(By C. C. VINCENT.) 

While the packing of any fruit la 
largely a matter of experience, there 
are certain princlplea which apply to 
all frulta, though more care muat be 
exercised with some varieties than 
with others. The pear is a very per- 
ishable fruit and requires the moat 
careful handling. The picking season 
varies with the prevailing climatic 
conditions each year. Whenever, on 
slightly twisting the atem and turning 
the- pear upward, it will snap off, the 
fruit la ready to pick. Of neceaaity 
It muat be picked for shipping while 
yet in a green state. Great care should 
be exercised not to have the pears 
bang too long, for it deteriorates the 
ahipplng qualities very materially. 
After picking, the fruit should be 
packed and ahlpped aa soon aa possi- 
ble, as they are quite perishable. 

The boxes for peara must be lined 
with wrapping paper and the peara 
themselves also wrapped. There Is an 
Increasing demand for fancy peara, 
which meana carefully selected, uni- 
form fruit, well packed. It la under-

stood, of course, that the fruit itself is 
first-class. Such fruit alwaya brings 
higher pricea than unaorted, poorly 
wrapped and packed peara. It la a 
splendid Illustration of the statement 
that the greatest profit is realized by 
handling a number one product in a 
first-class manner. 

There are several forma of packa 
for peara, but all are diagonal. The 
peara muat be packed ao tight that 
when the box la nailed there will be 
pressure enough on the fruit to hold 
It firmly in place. A larger bulge la 
allowed on peara than la customary or 
applea. 



Cleaning Up tha Garden. 

Aa soon as all fall crops axe out of 
the way, clear up the garden gener- 
ally, Inatead of leaving the decaying 
vegetables and plants to harbor ln- 
aecta. Then the plot of ground can 
be given a dressing of manure and 
plowed ao that it will be in good 
shape for business early next spring. 

When you plow the garden, turn 
the Hock of chickens into it for a few 
days to pick up the insects which they 
will find. They will thus secure lots 
of feed and at the aame time destroy 
eneiniea of your next year*a crops.
